Meeting opened by Moderator Fred Fernald. Ro- 
setta Gove sworn in as ballot clerk in absence of Leona 
Batchelder. Mr. Fernald replaced by Assistant Mod- 
erator A. W. MacDaniel for portion of meeting. Offi- 
cers sworn in except Theresa Batchelder, Charlotte 
Blaisdell and Arthur W. Nielsen, to be sworn in by 
Clerk at a later date. 


Article 2. On motion of Frederick L. Fernald the 
sum of $15,665.50 was voted to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. On motion of Donald M. Perkins the 
non-partisan type of ballot was adopted. 


Article 4. On motion of Frederick L. Fernald the 
sum of $400.00 was voted for White Pine Blister Rust 
Control in 1951. 


Article 5. On motion of Laroy W. Batchelder the 
sum of $250.00 was voted for fire equipment. 


Article 6. On motion of Kenneth A. Cooper the 
sum of $678.65 was voted: the State to contribute 
$4,524.33 for Town Road Aid. It being made clear 
that if the State did not furnish this larger sum, the 
previous aid of about $2,000.00 less would not be af- 
fected. 


Article 7. On motion of Donald M. Perkins the 
sum of $100.00 was voted for the purchase and mainte- 
nance of a town dump. Said sum to come from exist- 
ing surplus funds. 


Article 8. Under motion this article passed until 
action on Article 9, following action on Article 9, a re- 
turn to this article made and on motion of Donald M. 
Perkins it was dispensed with. 


Article 9. On motion of Laroy W. Batchelder it 
was voted that the town purchase a medium class grad- 
er. On motion of Donald M. Perkins a division vote 
on article called; results, affirmative 29; negative 0. 


Article 10. On voice vote a motion by John A. 
Perkins to dispense with the article was rejected. A 
motion by Arthur W. Nielsen was carried adopting 
Same wage scale as State of New Hampshire. 


Article 11. On motion of Waldo H. Sanborn the 
Selectmen were authorized to sell surplus equipment 
and property. 


Article 12. On motion of Frederick L. Fernald the 
Selectmen were authorized to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes.

Nottingham schools are now organized as follows:

High school pupils attending outside are as fol- 
lows: Coe-Brown Northwood Academy 4, Dover 7, E:xe- 
ter 1, Raymond 1. Three elementary pupils have been 
assigned to Lee. 

Progress has been made on the new school project 
authorized by the district at the last annual meeting, 
with preparatory work being done on the site. 

The cooperative school district proposal, in which 
Nottingham has been somewhat interested, has ad- 
vanced to the point where some neighboring districts 
may petition the State Board of Education to lay out 
such a district for acceptance by the voters. Such a 
district might not mean complete centralization, as 
local facilities might be retained or even developed. If 
accommodations in the larger centers become inade- 
quate on account of defense developments or natural 
growth, the smaller towns may be constrained to cre- 
ate their own cooperative high school facilities, with 
the added advantage of a voice in their management. 

During the past year the school board authorized 
the replacement of a considerable number. of textbooks 
that were worn out or obsolete. The superintendent 
was assisted in this process by a survey made by the 
teachers. 
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This fall two dental hygienists provided by the 
State Board of Health conducted a project at the Town 
Hall, where the teeth of school children were cleaned 
and washed with a mild solution of fluorine as a pre- 
ventive from decay. This service was gratis, except 
for meals, which were furnished by the local Parent- 
Teacher Association. First-aid has been stressed in 
the schools as a contribution to Civil Defense.
